In case any nation makes war without 
first submitting the question at issue to arbitration there art 
the following possible courses open to the league: 
;> Economic blockade of the nation refusing arbitration; 


Recommenadtions by the executive council for the use of 


force. The use of force, however, will be left to each power witl. 
freedom of action. 


The constitution contains a preamble and 27 articles.
